Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Amada 



Re Claims 1, 9, 13, and 16, fig. 3 teaches the components of the data transceiver 
of fig. lb that includes a connector 1 16 for connection an interface 101 to a Controller 
108 (application module) for receiving a frame format of fig. la wherein each frame 
provides a channel for each direction of at one B channel (See col. 2, lines 58 +) for 
transmitting data for the DTE (a single entity). 

Re Claims 2, 10, 14, refer to Claim 1, wherein fig. 1a teaches at least 4 channels 
includes 2 B channels in both directions. 

Re Claims 3,7,11,15, refer to Claim 1 , wherein Controller 1 08 permits a DTE (a 
computer) to access the digital channels (See col. 4, lines 10-20). 

Re Claim 4, refer to Claim 3, wherein the Controller 108 permits access to 
telephone (analog device) via low speed interface (See col. 2, lines 63-68 & Col. 4, lines 
10-20) 

Re Claims 5, 8, 12, refer to Claim 1, wherein the interface 101 is connected to 
telephone that inherently includes a connector.

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Re Claim 6, refer to Claim 1, further teaches in fig. 1a, the signaling channel 6 
(See col. 3, lines 15-20).
